REMARKS 



Claims 1-3, 5-12, 15, and 21 remain in the application with claim 1 having been amended 

hereby. 

Reconsideration is respectfully requested of the rejection of claims 1 -3 and 5- 1 1 under 3 5 

U.S.C. 1 12. second paragraph, as being indefinite. 

Claim 1 has been amended hereby to correct the editorial error therein, as noted by the 
Examiner. 

Accordingly, in view of the amendment made to claim 1. it is respectfully submitted that 
the claims are clear and definite in their recitation of the present invention and meet all the 
requirements of 35 U;S.C. 1 12. 

Reconsideration is respectfully requested of the rejection of claims 1 and 12 under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting,, as being unpatentable over 
claims 14 and 19 of U.S. Patent 7,193,903.
